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Recent Technical Books 
By Nancy H. Topp, Chief, Technical Department, Indianapolis Public Library* 


study which recent technical books cover. The surroundings at the Cen- 

tury of Progress call attention insistently to new discoveries and new 
applications of science. 

An outstanding characteristic of the Exposition is the dazzling use of 
electricity—the color effects, the bizarre use of light and shade, the mechan- 
isms controlled. by photoelectric cells for moving exhibits up and down, in and 
out, on and off. “It is probable that the advancement of science during the 
next quarter-century will relate more definitely to electronics than to any other 
subject,’ says Professor Ralph G. Hudson of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. His book, Electronics (Wiley, 1932, $2) explains theories of 
the structure of the atom, radiation, etc., relating these to television, photo- 
cells, thermionic tubes and rectifiers. It is not easy reading but it is well 
written, interesting, and attractively printed. Electrons and waves by H. S. 
Allen, a British author (Macmillan, 1932, $2.50) is another introduction 


to atomic physics which is planned for the general reader as well as for 
the expert. 


| T IS interesting to trace the new fields of industry and the new subjects of 


300ks on the photoelectric cell were asked for many times before we were 
able to supply them. The selenium cell by Barnard (R. R. Smith, 1930, $9) 
is a comprehensive summary of fifty-six years of research by investigators 
in all countries. Photo-electric cells and their applications is a collection of 
papers read before the Physical and Optical Societies in London in 1930 
(published by the Societies, 12s. 6d.) reporting the findings of many special- 
ists up to that date. Photoelectric cells by Campbell and Ritchie (Pitman, 
1929, $4.50) gives a clear explanation of the photoelectric effect and. is a 
good introduction to the subject. Three newer volumes are Photoelectric phe- 
nomena by Hughes and Dubridge (McGraw-Hill, 1932, $5) Photocells and 
their applications by Zworykin and Wilson (Wiley, 1932, 2d ed., $3) and

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Photoelectric cell applications by Walker and Lance (Pitman, 1933, $2.50) 
Of these three, Hughes deals most thoroughly with the theoretic background. 
Both Hughes and Zworykin tell definitely how to make different kinds of cells, 
tell of the different light-sensitive metals, and of the purposes for which the 
several types of cells are best—for counting, for color measurement, etc. 
Mechanisms such as the drinking fountain at the Fair, which responds with 
a stream of water whenever a shadow falls in the right place, are among the 
many described by Walker. 

In radio the new trends seem to be: first, the increasing interest in legal 
control of radio broadcasting programs; second, the lively interest of ama- 
teurs in short-wave experimenting. The following are popular titles: Short 
wave wireless communication by Ladner (Wiley, $3.50) Short-wave radio 
reception by Oliver (Lond. W. Foulsham, ts.) Below ten meters by Millen 
and Kruse (Madden, Mass., National Company, 50c.) Romance of short 
waves and television by Shortwave and Television Corporation (Boston, 
50c.) and How to build and operate short wave receivers (98 Park Place, 
N. Y., Short Wave Craft, 50c.) Several other pamphlets are available from 
the last named firm. Ray controlled mechanism by Phillips (Lond., Marshall, 
2s. 6d.) is a new book for amateurs on controlling model aircraft, trains, 
boats, etc., by radio, sound, or light waves. 

A center of interest at the Fair has been the Home Planning Group with its 
“House of To-morrow” and other ultra-modern homes designed to show pre- 
fabricated building units, new materials, and new methods of construction. A 
feature which is now much treated in books is air-conditioning. The simplest 
book is Air-conditioning for comfort by S. R. Lewis, past president of the 
American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers (1900 Prairie Ave., 
Chic., Engineering Publications, Inc., 1932, $2) It is full of practical data 
and formulae, descriptions of equipment, controls, installations, chemical 
processes of extracting moisture; told in simple style, brief, perhaps jerky, 
but clear. The newest book, Air conditioning, by Moyer and Fittz (McGraw- 
Hill, 1933, $4) is much fuller than the one by Lewis and gives considerations, 
reasons, and alternative methods; it includes chapters on theater, restaurant, 
and train application, with the history of train heating and cooling. These 
two books should be usable by anyone engaged in active construction. For 
the designer or engineer are two others : the Air conditioning engineers’ hand- 
book (121 N. Clark St., Chic., Aerologist Pub. Co., $5) a compilation of 
pamphlets by several authors in a loose-leaf binder, with extensive tables 
and descriptions of many special instruments; and a familiar authority, the 
Guide of the American Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers, whose 
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1933 edition contains at least three new chapters, with over 140 pages, on air- 
conditioning. 

Another trend which may have a great effect on the future of the build- 
ing industry is the substitution of welding for riveting in steel buildings and 
bridges. The first systematic and comprehensive work on this subject is 
Arc-welded steel frame structures by G. D. Fish, consulting engineer with 
Westinghouse (McGraw-Hill, $5) All-welded building construction has 
developed entirely since the war; some one-story shop buildings appeared in 
i920 and the first large building in 1926. Its claims of greater economy and 
equal safety appeal to those who scorn its noise-prevention charm. The day 
of its adoption as safe practice by a greater number of state and city author- 
ities may be hastened by this book which the Engineering News-Record says 
“was badly needed to assist in changing structural welding from a specialty 
field to one in which the whole profession could operate.” The Lincoln Elec- 
tric Company’s compilation of papers from their Second Arc Welding Prize 
Competition called Designing for arc welding has fifty. pages on the applica- 
tion of welding to the design of steel buildings for earthquake resistance, 
and shorter sections on steel frame residences and steel floors. 

A new book on light-weight trains is needed, for much that is now in print 
on construction of railroad coaches and locomotives will soon be obsolete. 

One of the most attractive of possible new occupations seems to have been 
placer mining. Indianapolis is a city normally far away from mining activ- 
ities, and we found it difficult at first to find anything on placer mining in 
response to frequent inquiries. Now we have six pamphlets and four books: 
The U. S. Mines Bureau Information Circular 6611 is a mimeographed bulle- 
tin on small scale placer mining methods. Three pamphlets come from Idaho, 
Bureau of Mines and Geology, one from Arizona University, and one from 
the California State Mineralogist. Our books are: Boericke, Prospecting and 
operating small gold placers (Wiley, 1933, $1.50 plus postage) Idriess, 
Prospecting for gold; from the dish to the hydraulic plant (Sydney, Australia, 
Angus & Robertson, 1933, 4th ed., 5s.) Hinckley, Gold; hand methods of 
placer mining (Houston, Tex., W. R. Hinckley, $1) and Poorman, Modern 
gold mining and prospecting methods (Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, Empire Pub. 
Co.) * * * 

A local history publication of interest in the Middle West is Wisconsin’s 
Belgian community; “an account of the early events in the Belgian settle- 
ment in Northeastern Wisconsin, with particular reference to the Belgians in 
Door county,” by Hjalmar Rued Holand. Published by the Door County 
Historical Society, Ephraim, Wisconsin. 105p. cloth, $1.50. 
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Public Library’s quarterly publication, New Technical Books; a selected list on indus- 

trial arts and engineering, which costs only twenty-five cents a year. Titles are grouped 
under subjects ; a wide range is covered and small libraries as well as large are bound to find 
it useful. The Pratt Institute Free Library’s yearly list, Technical books of 1932, compiled by 
Donald Hendry, head of the Applied Science Department, is important also; it is sent free to 
libraries upon request. This is a longer and much more inclusive list than that which Mr. 
Hendry makes each year for Booklist books. Titles are graded as elementary, popular, fairly 
technical, and advanced. The Booklist enters each month current technical books, but it is 
obvious that such a brief general list which must cover all fields in a limited space cannot give 
as wide a selection as a special list can. So particular attention is called to these two excellent 
technical lists. 

Another special publication which most general libraries could use is Business Literature, 
published monthly by the Newark Public Library and edited by Marion C. Manley, branch 
librarian of Newark’s Business Branch. Current books and pamphlets on special subjects 
such as distribution, management, credits and collections, and many other business topics are 
given; each issue (one sheet) deals with one subject. Subscription is one dollar a year. 

These three publications, all annotated, compiled by experts in their fields, are available 
to all libraries. Get them to help in book selection, let your public know that you have them, 
and keep them easily accessible. In a time of continual change, it is especially important that 
librarians should know of the latest and best literature on every subject, even if they cannot 
buy it.

Bureau of Publications, 
Teachers College, N. Y., 25c each. Pamphlets covering the same ground will be available also 
for senior and junior high school groups.
